But in international affairs such an 


explosion might be extremely expensive 
to one's country. 


It may be that the Japs are looking 


for a good chance to throw the gauntlet 
down to Britain. But to those who hold 
the contrary notion it appears that the 
only attitude to stay Japanese arrogance 
is the bitter kind that is evidenced by 
things that speed with fire out of rifles. 


Yet Britain with her tremendous em- 


pire must vision the problem of security 
as a whole. If it goes to war with Japan 
and involves a large part of its navy in 
the Orient what may happen in Europe? 


But all of that should be put aside 


for the time being while we pay our re- 
spects to Sergeant Kinloch of Scotland, 
probably only about five feet six, ruddy- 
faced and gabby, but with a heart like a 
lion's and the conviction that it is no 
shame to die fighting. 


Aye, while the world still has plenty 


of Kinlochs there is hope for humanity 
and life is worth living.

the enforcement of the anti-trust 
laws to prevent the unwarranted 
use of economic power by labor or- 
ganizations that ties up industrial 
production, such as, for instance, 
" ;as been witnessed recently in De- 
troit, where the A. F. of L. and the 
CIO have been participating in a 
destructive war whilst employers 
are the innocent bystanders and the 
public is the innocent victim. 


When the A. F. of L. speaks of 


avoiding "government domination," 
no reference is made in its survey 
to the domination and intervention 
of government which has been go- 
ing on these last few years, a pro- 
cess which has helped to halt pro- 
duction because of the uncertainties 
involved and the abuse of discre- 
tionary powers vested by congress 
in bureaus and boards which vir- 
tually have the power of life and 
death now over the whole produc- 
tive machine. 


If "cooperation" is to come, it will 


be when the A. F. of L. and * 
CIO and the National Association of 
Manufacturers each shows the pub- 
lic they sincerely mean to cooper- 
ate. The best way for this to be dem- 
onstrated, of course, is for public 
announcements to be made that do 
not always .£laine the other fellow 
and do not insist always on a 100 
per cent acceptance of its 
own 


x'iews, but modifies them clearly in 
the common interest This is a form- 
ula which will assure the rise of in- 
dustrial production.

Pegler Says F.B.I. Is Given 


Credit for More Than It Does 


CHANCE 


BY WESTBROGK PEGLER 


New York—Thanks to the American habit of thinking in bunches and 


the activities of the Edgar Hoover clague of journalists, the department 
of justice has received credit in the public mind for victories which were 
prepared by the bureau of internal revenue. Sandy Klein, a reporter 
who covers the treasury, recently revealed that the case against Tom 
Pendergast in Kansas City was worked up by account- 
ants operating under Elmer Irey. the chief investiga- 
tor of the internal revenue. The department of justice 
merely prosecuted Pendergast on evidence obtained 
by Irey's men, and it was the same force of investi- 
gators who buflt the case against Al Capone, although 
Mr. Hoover is widely believed to have been the man 
who caged the most powerful criminal of the rough- 
and-tumble type, that this country has ever honored 
with its perverse pride. Mr. Hoover is a great cop, 
but his volunteer press agents and his public are in- 
clined to credit him for feats which belong to Mr. 
Irey. 


In Louisiana a few years ago, the internal revenue, 


as a treasury agency, prepared the income tax cases 
Pegler 


against Huey Long's men, and the department of justice handled the 
prosecution, such as it was. The ambiguities of the revenue act are such 
that the internal revenue may descend to political coercion, and in tiie 
Louisiana affair this motive was suggested. When the settlements were 
made and the indictments were dismissed by the department of justice 
on the ground that there had been —— 
'- 


"a change of atmosphere" followed 
Huey Long's death, the two depart- 
ments, treasury and justice, were 
in a fix. One or the other was left 
out on a limb. Either the treasury 
worked up cases against political 
enemies of the New Deal who did- 
n't deserve indictment of justice, or 
eased up after the second Louisiana 
purchase. Lately it has been re- 
ported that there is a suspicion of 
tampering in one of the trials that 
failed, and if that is true, then, the 
justice department would seem to 
be responsible, for, after all, the 
prosecution should protect its wit- 
nesses and guard the grand jury 
and trial jury. 
Treasury Has Worked 
On Moe Annenberg Case 


The justice department will now 


conduct the prosecution of Moe 
Annenberg and others, including 
some who are not yet indicted, in 
the great race-betting case, which 
will cause a political earthquake 
in Chicago. But the treasury start- 
ed combing Mr. Annenberg's af- 
fairs more than two years ago, and 
has worked on them persistently 
all this time. Here again, there may 
be a suggestion of political harrass- 
'ment, because Mr. Annenberg 
bought into the politics of Penn- 
sylvania on the Republican side 
and assisted in the fight which 
licked Gov. Earle. But that argu- 
ment jumps the track at the point 
where the prosecution crosses over 
into the Chicago city administra- 
tion, which is not only Democratic 
but New Deal and third term. 


The Annenberg and Chicago 


jobs are treasurv or internal rev- 
enue cases. If the department of 
justice had been interested in t>ro- 
secuting for 
violations of other 


federal laws, including trick laws, 
a little enterprise might have pro- 
duced indictments long ago. Sure- 
Iv those people must have made 
the error at one time or another 
of using the mails in the promo- 
tion of a regime as large and cor- 
rupt as tbeir's is alleged to have 
been. And, in the current Louis- 
iana affair, men have\ been indict- \ 
ed for the inadvertence of mailing i 
a letter in the course of an illegal j 
transaction.

Hoover Can't Claim 
Miami us His Discovery

justice is about to become activelv 
righteous there, but the fact is 
that the treasury was in there a 
long time ago, checking on the 
slot-machine operators and those 
politicians with whom they did 
Susiness.

be exploited as a Hoover discovery. 


It has been conceded for years, al- 
though some of the best citizens 
of Miami have always deplored 
mention of the matter.

tle encouragement to those who 
hold that Kansas City, Chicago, 
Miami and Louisiana default their 
responsibilities and place them- 
selves in receivership, so to speak, 
when they call on the federal gov- 
ernment to perform jobs which are 
properly the duties of the local 
police and prosecutors.

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Kitchener Predicted World 


War Would be Brief Struggle 


After Russia Mobilized Army 


Editor's note: This is the sixth of 


a series of stories 
dealing with 


World war developments as they 
were reported in Appleton's two 
newspapers 25 years ago.

On Aug. 21. 1914, Appleton resi- 


dents read in their newspapers that 
Lord Kitchener, newly appointed 
war minister of England, had said 
at a London dinner several nights 
before that the European conflict 
then in progress about three weeks 
would last but 18 months. 


He based bis opinion on the fact 


that "each day of delay on the part 
of Germany in pushing forward in- 
to France gives the Russian army 
of many millions that much more 
time to mobilize." 


"When the Russian troops cross 


the border," Lord Kitchener said,

The cable is laid in trenches and 


buried in three feet of earth. Dur- 
ing tests it was noticed that the air 
in the outer copper tube, which is 
pumped in to maintain a high elec- 
trical insulation, was leaking 
through a number of minute punc- 
tures. 
The leakages -put the cable, and 


consequently the station, out of 
action and mighMiave led to seri- 
ous damage* by, permitting the in- 
filtration of water into the cable. 


But postoffice authorities did 


not want to dig up two miles of 
trenches to discover the faults, so 
a gas .with the scent of cats was 
injected into the cable and Hex, 
the Labrador dog. was led over the.

Casper. Wyo. —Carbonated mud, 


a new drilling-in technique first 
introduced in California, is credit- 
ed with bringing in a record 15,- 
000-barrel oil producer and the 
completion of three other large 
wells in the prolific Lance Creek 
field. 


Introduced in 
this region, the 


carbonated mud process is a new 
departure in the production tech- 
nique of the oil industry. 


It consists of mbdng a 100-xnesh 


screened lime, one part to 10, with 
the weighted mud used for drilling 
into - t h e producing 
formation. 


When the oil sand is penetrated, 
the bottom of the hole is washed 
with one to two thousand gallons 
of acid. The acid quickly eats out 
the lime distributed evenly through 
the mud, causing the mud to break 
into fine particles that can be 
easily circulated'out of the hole to 
leave an almost clean sand surface 
from which to bleed oil at fuller 
potential than 
the conventional 


method of bring-in rotaries. 


Without the benefit 
of limed- 


mud 
and 
acid wash, 
operator 


pointed out that the mud plasters 
on the wall of the hole can be 
only partly cleaned by water and 
scraping. Even after this process- 
ing, the well often does not have 
full bottom-hole flow from 
the 


sand surface. 


Another advantage of the new 


method, oil men said, was that the 
"carbonated" method will bring in 
a well within three fo eight hours 
as compared with the 12 to 72 
hours or longer required by ordin- 
ary practices-

The method, it was believed, will 


find wide acceptance in Rocky 
Mountain drilling because 'of its 
use value in low reservoir pressure 
..areas. It was said to be excellent 


for wildcat drilling in penetrating 
possible oil and £as zones in which 
there is no definite knowledge of 
sand pressures and will eliminate 
any sealing of possible production 
by straight muds which tend to 
plaster into possible production by 
straight muds which are inclined 
to plaster an insoluble wall around 
the hole—particularly in view of 
the drying action of hydro-carbons 
in petroleum coming in contact 
•with ordinary rotary#mud.

Less than a century 'after Colum- 


bia crated the Atlantic, an English 
>ea captain sailed over the northern 
part of the same ocean. His name 
was .John Davis, and ' he was in 
command of two small vessels — the 
"Sunshine* and the "Moonshine."

Davis wanted to find a route to 


China by going north of the land 
which was "in the way" of vessels 
sailing 'west ward from Europe to 
Asia. In other words he wanted to 
go past the northern shores of. North 
America. 


At that time almost nothing was 


known about the north frigid zone. 
People in Europe could guess- it was 
"a cold place" but they had little 
idea of the many dangers of travel 
in its seas. 


On his first journey, Davis .pass- 


ed southern Greenland, and sailed 
a short distance northwest. In later 
years he made other voyages. The 
last of them took torn to a point 
between 
west-central Greenland 


and northeastern Canada. You may 
find this region — Baffin bay — on_a 
map. South of, it is Davis straits, 
named in honor of John Davis. 


Since the time of this great pio- 


neer, scores^of other men have led 
parties into the Arctic. They have 
made notes about the plants, birds 
and beasts to be found inside the 
Arctic Circle. 


Oddly enough the Arctic is a home 


of many forms of insect life. Before 
this. I have spoken of Arctic mos- 
quitoes. In some places mosquitoes 
make the summer a time of tor- 
ture for travelers. Although the in- 
sects are bloodthirsty, it seems they 
do not spread disease. In this, they 
differ from certain Mnds of mos- 
quitoes in the temperate and torrid 
zones. 


Besides mosquitoes, the Arctic 


has crane flies and spiders. It also 
has butterflies and bumblebees! 


Butterflies and bumblebees could 


not live in the north frigid zone 
except for the flowering plants of 
which we spoke yesterday. In some 
places these plants blossom by the 
thousands. 


In the short, sunshine-filled sum- 


mer of the Arctic, the soil may 
thaw to the depth of from one to 
two feet. This happens only where 
the land is low; in higher parts of 
the Arctic the ground is covered 
with snow or ice, or both, at all 
times of the year.

HERE'S THE CASE FOR FROGS 


They Do Get Fish 


By Cat Johnson 
O 


NE of the most popular lures 
known to anglers is the frog, 
or Sti imitation of the fast- 


swimming broad^umper. It still is a 
much discussed question among the 
fishing fraternity as to whether or 
not frogs are natural fish food. 


Natural food is not always the 


best attraction to fish. 
Certainly 


spoons have been great catchers, 
and yet they are not provided on 
Nature's menu. Other items can be 
made attractive to the finny tribe. 


I have made many tests in an at- 


tempt to find frogs in the stomachs 
of fish and have made numerous 
inquiries among my iriends as to 
their experiences. In only one case, 
and that was up in Canada, did any 
evidence show that 
fish fed on 


frogs. 


An analysis shows that frogs keep 


mighty close to shore as a general 
rule and are such speedy swimmers 
and are so alert that it is difficult 
to see how a fish of a size large 
enough to swallow them could get 
clpse enough for the fresh frog legs. 


On the other hand, frogs do upon 


occasion venture out on lily pads to 
prey upon insects. It is then that 
fish might sneak up on them and 
make short work of a frog. 


Frog Action Attracts 


The action of a frog in swimming 


is similar to' other attractive forms 
of lures and we all know that fish 
do strike frog-like plugs. Perhaps 
there is no sense in worrying as to 
the natural or unnatural factor. 


Fishing outside of St. Paul on one 


of the best bass lakes in Minnesota 
one Fall we found that nothing 
\vould tempt the big bass but frog 
plugs, or the real thing and yet none 
of the fish contained frogs when we 
cut them open. It was the season of 
the year when the frogs were hol- 
ing in and burying themselves in 
the mud close to shore and we saw 
literally thousands of frogs making 
their way out of the nearby mead- 
ows toward the water. 


Actually we saw no frogs in the 


water but the lish apparently were 
aware of the movement and had 
whetted an appetite for frogs. It all 
worked out very neatly for us and 
we had no trouble getting our limit 
in an exciting afternoon and early 
evening of fishing. Most of our 
catches were made near the shore
